“O Lord, revive thy work in the midst of the 
years... in wrath remember mercy.”—Hab. 3:2. 


God has the right to deal with us any way He pleases; I 
pray that He will not give us what is coming to us, but will 


bear a little more patiently with us, kiss away-our stains of 


guilt and give us another chance. 


We are reminded by that verse 
that we are in the midst of the 
years—the one in which we are 
living. It is a good thing to take 
an occasional retrospective view, 
the an introspective view, then 
@ prospective view and try to dis- 
cover by the introspective what 
caused you to do the things that 
make you to hang your head in 


‘Shame, the things that loom up 


out of the midst of the past like 
the periscope of a submarine. 
There are a good many things 
that remind you that the sands 
of the hourglass of time are fast 
Shifting for many of you. It will 


not be long until the undertaker 


Billy Sunday 


will pump you full of embalming 
fluid and a quartet will sing, 
“Lead, kindly light, amid th’ en- 
circling gloom; Lead Thou me on.” 

This prophet, Habakkuk, is sup- 
posed to have lived contemporary 
with Jeremiah, and his prophecy 


was uttered in.anticipation of 
that old Jewish captivity, which 
captivity was the result of the 
people of God mingling, mixing 
and amalgamating with the peo- 
ple whom God told them to pass 
up like a bum would a pay car or 
a hobo a woodpile. But they 
would not listen to God. They 
thought they could give the Lord 
cards and spades, that He was a 
little too old foggish. They im- 
agined His religion was a little 
out of date. So. the prophet look- 
ed down and saw, by the laws and 
conditions that were then opera- 
tive, that there was but one in- 
evitable outcome from all that 
conglomerate mixture and amal- 
gamation; and that was the 
Babylonish captivity and the bar- 
ing of their backs to the blows of 
their taskmasters. So he prayed, 
“O Lord, revive thy work.” 


Revive the Crowd 


The only way to keep ‘that 
crowd safe is to revive them. Is 
what the world needs today more 
money? Oh, no! It isn’t conser- 
vation of natural resources nor ir- 
rigation projects nor free silver 
or gold standard that the old 


world needs; it needs a baptism 
of the old-time religion that has 
warmed the world’s cold heart for 
two thousand years. 


There are people who suppose— 
I suppose they always will sup- 
pose—that the only way to pro- 
mote religion is to move along 
uniformly in the same old _ rut. 
There ‘are two crowds in every 
church—the ruts ang the anti- 
ruts. So long as they will deliver 
the goods, I don’t give a rap how 
old the methods are; I don’t care 
if they are moss-covered. But if 
they don’t, there is one place for 
them and that is the scrap pile. 


Some people are scared to death 
that somebody may do something 
out of the ordinary that will keep 
a@ sinner out of Hell. Some of 
them woulg rather see a person 
go to Hell than for things not to 
be done ¢‘decently and in order.” 


Now, what is the nature of a 
revival? It is an increase in re- 
ligious things. We are facing the 
growing dominance of the mate- 
rial over the spiritual. You can 
take a basket of nickels on your 
arm, walk down the. average 
street, scatter them and then lead 
the bunch so close to Hell that 
they could smell the sulphur 
fumes vomiting from the inferno 
below. 

This is a busy age in which we 
live. Man has hardly time to 
stop and comb his hair, or get 
shaved. You rush into a depot, 
the brakeman-.pokes. his head in 
the door, “Twenty minutes for 
lunch,” and you rush over, grab a 
cup of coffee and a-sinker. Then 
later you go down and_e spend 
seventy-five bones getting cured

for what cost you a jitney. 
Isms, Schisms, Ologies 
This is a day of isms and 
echisms and ologies. There never 
was a time when there were more 
isms wriggling their carcasses out 
of the pit of Hell to lead people 
off on & tangent from the true 
God, than in your day and mine. 
The Devil has transformed him- 
self into an angel of light. Fif- 
teen years ago he was assaulting 
the church through infidelity, led 
by the archangel of infidelity, Bob 
Ingersoll. But today the church 
is being assaulted by. isms and 
schisms and there isn’t religion 
enough in them to float their dir- 
ty fallacies! The Devil is a smart 
guy; he’s been preying on this 


eld world for six thousand years. 


He never has appendicitis or peri- 
tonitis; he’s always Johnny-on- 
the-spot. 

It’s an axiom in regard to all 
enterprises that the measure of 
one’s preparedness will in a de- 
gree determine the measure of his 
success. Just in proportion as you 
are prepared to have the spirit of 
God move upon your heart and 
through your heart into the com- 
munity, in that proportion will 
the -Spirit of God move to bring 
this city to its knees in repent- 
ance. 

Years ago when Moody was in 
New York, some of the preachers 
were knocking him. They said he 
was crude and a jabberer. His 
eccentricities and  idosyncrasies 
greatly astonished and alarmed 
them. 

That reminds me of a lady who 
came to my tabernacle. _Some- 
body asked her, “What do you 
think of Mr. Sunday?” 

She drew in her diaphram and 
said, “Well, he seems to be des- 
perately in earnest. He is a man 
of contrast. He is January and 
he is June. He is Mount Vesuv- 


jus in a hemorrhage of lava; now 


he’s raining .daffodils. Now he’s 
refined and as chaste as a lamb; 
now he’s as slangy as a hobo in 
a stale beer joint asking for a 


handout.” . 


So I try to be all things to all 
people that I might win some to 
God, and if I don’t stick to my 
text, I will try to stick to my 
crowd. 

Dr. Booth got up before the 
ministerial association of New 
York and said of Moody: “Here’s 
@ man who has done for weeks 
what all the Methodist preachers 
combined could not do. He has 
arrested, gripped and held the at- 
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tention of this pleasure-mad com- 
munity. Instead of growling and 
grumbling, I think it’s up to us 
to pray.” 

He said, “I went home with that 
conviction and prepared a sermon 
on the text, ‘Come; for all things 


are now ready.’ I had two heads] 


—‘Come,’ and ‘Come. now.’ 1 
preached and gave the invitation. 
Three young men went into an 
afternoon meeting weeping their 
way from sin to salvation.” 


That was three more, my 
friends, than they had had for 
years in that great religious re- 
frigerator. 

The man who magnifies the 
Word of God and the blood of 
Jesus Christ in his preaching is 
a man whom God will hur] like a 
thunderbolt against the mountains 
of sin that dare lift their heads 
against the forces of truth! 


Men of Fearlessness 

Why is it that the names of 
Wesley, Whitefield, Jonathan Ed- 
wards, Finney, Moody and multi- 
tudes of others stand out as 
clean-cut as a cameo upon the 
pages of history? I will tell you! 
They were men who were con- 
spicudus because of their fear- 
lessness in their assaults upon 
every form of evil and of evil 
doers—rich, poor, black, white, na- 
tive-born or foreign-born. They 
hurled the anathemas of God in- 
to the ranks of sin, irrespective of 
who might sit and listen. That is 
the kind of man God will honor, 
no matter who he may be. 

I want to say to this city now, 
right at the kickoff, that I believe 
the Bible is the Word of God from 
cover to cover. .So you high-brow 
preachers know where I stand on 
this subject. 

I believe it, not because I can 
understand it all; not because I 
can harmonize it with the philoso- 
phies of men, but because the 
mouth of the Lord hath spoken it 
and it has delivered the goods for 
all these centuries. When some 
big-wig who has dreamed his 
theories over the beer mugs, to- 
bacco smoke and the battle fumes 
of Heidelburg and Leipsig butts 
into me and says to me, “Mr. 
Sunday, the consensus of the lat- 
est scholarship has decreed thus 
and so regarding the divine origin 
of the Scriptures,” I say, “When 
the consensus of the latest schol- 
arship says one thing and the 
Word of God says another, the 
latest scholarship can go plumb to 
Hell for all. we care.” 

We may determine tonight 
whether we will have a spiritual 
awakening and put the Devil in 
the hospital before the Fourth of 
July. The responsibility has never 
been with God, never! It never 
will. be! I used to say that I could 
see a revival cloud the size of a 
man’s hand. I used to say, ““There 
is a coming revival.” Oh, bless 
God, I have learned that the 
promises of God are in the present 
tense. We can have it now if we 
will do what God tells us. If your 
city sags morally; if men are stag- 
gering, reeling, vomiting, spewing 
down the street; if girls are selling 
their womanhood; if girls hang 
around your cabarets, hotels and 
restaurants over-perfumed, over- 
jeweled, over-fed and _  under- 
dressed, it is your fault. A man 
couldn’t look at one of them 
very long with prayer-meeting 
thoughts. Don’t you forget it! I 
wonder today that there are as 
many fellows who keep their 
decency and their morals as they 
do, with what is flaunted in their 
faces. 

If the city sags morally, oh, the 
trouble is not with God but with 
the citizenship. It’s up to you. 
If the church is losing her power, 
degenerating into a third-rate 
amusement bureau and reducing 
religion to form and ceremony, 
ritual and an ethical code, the 
trouble is not with God. If the 
preachers preach to wood and 
varnish instead of folks, the 
trouble isn’t with God. If the 
Devil can scare up more church 


members at a leg show than at} 


prayer meeting, the trouble isn’t 
with God—it is with.the members 
of that church. You can’t blame 
the Lord for these things. No! 

I plead not for a modern re- 
vival. I don’t know anything 
about your modern dope. Mine 


is ‘as olijias the cross of Jesus; 
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From time to time, we have 
been releasing facts and figures 
about the work of the min- 
isterial students enrolled in Bob 
Jones University. We have 
just checked very carefully the 
reports on file here at the uni- 
versity. We are now prepared 
to submit the following figures, 
which according to our record 
are accurate in every detail. 
These figures, however, do not 

- give a complete report. There 
have been hundreds of conver- 
sions under the ministry of our 
ministerial students that have 
never been recorded.

How can any minister 
have the audacity to insult God 
by lifting himself against revivals 
and still claim to be a preacher? 
In my opinion he is a disgrace to 
the church. If he is your preacher, 
you can tell him so—I don’t. care 
whether he buttons his collar in 
front or behind. 

You ask the man or woman who 
sits by your side, “When did you 
turn from sin to Jesus Christ?” 
and you will be dumbfounded to 
discover that about seven out of 
every ten will say, “At a time of 
special awakening.” 

I take issue with you right 
there. 

The economy of nature provides 
for the occasional copious down- 
pour of rain, but you would be a 
fool to grumble because it didn’t 
rain all the time. 

It isn’t unwise to have revivals 
in business—oh, .- no! I never 
heard of a community or a com- 
mercial club saying they were 
doing too much business. It isn’t 
unwise to have a revival in politics 
—not at all! The government 
spends millions of dollars on edu- 


‘ticket; some are utterly indif- 
ferent. So we have a political 
revival, and they have a political 


the country spouting their doc- 
trines from the rear end of @ 
train. It is nothing but a great 
political revival, or awakening, 
that is being had—that’s all! And 
so it is al] through, no matter 
what it may be. 

In the business world you have 
to make a market for the goods 
as well as to make the goods. A 
man may be an automaton and 
make the goods, but it takes a 
higher grade of intelligence to 
make a market for the goods than 
to make the goods. The highest 
grade of intelligence you can find 
today in any one class is the 
traveling man, for he has to be 
a fellow with a good bean on him 
to sell the goods. 


Business Revival 

Every community has a Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and all that, to 
create a business revival. We 
have an auto show—that is noth- 
ing but an auto revival to show. 
us the new designs. We have a 
horse show—that is nothing but 
a horse revival to show how 
magnificently we are developing 
horse flesh to a standard of per- 
fection. Colleges observe com- 
mencements—that keeps up the 
spirit of loyalty. What commence- 
ment is to colleges, revival is to 
religion; what health is to an 
individual, revival is to religion; 
what education ig to culture, a 
revival is to religion, 

It is the church’s business to 

create a spirit of unrest in the 
hearts of the people and disgust 
them with sin so they will for- 
sake their iniquities and become 
as God wants them.

If a man opens his soul toward 
business, he becomes a business 
man; toward politics, a politician; 
toward dishonesty, a thief; toward 
the saloon, a booze hoister; toward 
Jesus Christ, a Christian. My 
challenge to you, sir, is this: show 
me your faith by your works. 

Oh, a boy can pick up a stone 

ang break the cathedral window 
—yes, but it takes an artist to 
build it. A fool can light a match 
and burn down a structure that 
takes a _ skilled contractor and 
architect to erect. Oh, anybody 
can yank: the leaves from a rose, 
but it takes God to make it and 
kiss it with the sunlight. A mob 
spat in the face of Jesus Christ, 
naile@ Him to the cross, but God 
wakened Him and He rose from 
the dead. Let those who sneer at 
revivals find something that has 
produced a blessing and benefit 
equal to that in a revival of 
religion before they open their old 
jaws. 
“- Horace Bushnell, one of the 
brightest tutors that Yale College 
produced for forty years, Wwas 
pastor of the First Congregational 
Church of Hartford, Connecticut, 
Horace Bushnell said that if any 
man expects to carry on the cause 
of Jesus Christ on a steady, dead 
level, fearfu) lest the axles of 
God’s chariot might kindle into 
a flame, he is too big a coward 
to be a leader of the Lord’s hosts. 
When the preaching is faithful, 
when the prayers are earnest, 
when the lives of the people are 
pure, a revival will follow as 
naturally as the sun will shine. 

Does It Cause Disrespect? 

Somebody says: “A _ revival 
causes disrespect or brings dis- 
respect to the cause of Christ.” 
No! Because by and through the 
revival we confess that we have 
declined spiritually and need some- 
thing to arouse us. You don’t 
put the community in possession of 
some information they haven't 
already on tap—not at all! Honest 
confession is good for the soul! 

You say, “A revival is tem- 
_ porary.” So is a rain shower. Se 
is a Pentecost. So was the refor- 
mation under Martin Luther—but 
the world feels the benefit of ita

with a lot of fellows knocking 
somebody who doesn’t do the same 
thing just the way he should. NO, 
sir! I've got my place in God’s 
divine economy just as much as 
January and February and Octo- 
ber and November have in the 
calendar in the swinging of the 
sun. Where the word “pastor” 
is mentioned once in the Bible, 
“evangelist” is mentioned twice; 
so I've got him skinned two to 
one. 


Now hold on a minute! I’ve got 
@ great admiration for a man who 
can serve the church year in and 
year out and build the people up 
in their faith. God bless him! 
He has my prayers. God doesn’t 
call me to do it. There is many 
a man whom God honors and 
blesses as the pastor of a church 
who would be a fizzle as an 
evangelist. On the other hand, 
He will bless an evangelist who 
would be a failure as pastor of a 
church. I never was called as 
pastor of a church but nce, and 
that was when a man offered to 
give thirty-five hundred dollars a 
year’ toward my salary; but I 
didn’t accept it. If I ever did make 
up my mind to do it, I would buy 
a round trip ticket—take it from 
me! But you can bet I would 
skin the gang while I was on 
the job. 


A revival is a conviction of sin 
in the church. Backsliders are 
aroused, sinners are brought to 
Christ through a revival, and your 
faith is strengthened. The average 
man or woman today is blind to 
these conditions. Pray! Get your 
own heart and life right, then you 
begin to yearn and long to see 
other people right for Jesus Christ 
and for His truth. Oh, the truths 
of the Bible are a dream; they 
are a mirage to a great many peo- 
ple today. They never become a 
reality to them because they are 
im such a backslidden state and 
condition themselves. 


Iwas in a town out in Iowa preach- 
“ing in a little tent. An old farmer, 
a rich old fellow, asked me to go 
out to his house for dinner. I 
went with him one time. 
gat in the parlor hs was 
pulling his bird-tail whiskers and 
trying to hit the spittoon thirty 
feet away—like that! Pretty soon 
he got up, walked across to the 
Wall took down a copy of Jayne’s 
Almanac and began to turn the 
leaves. He said, “I am looking 
to see when the moon changes.” 


I said, ‘‘What for?” 


“I want to mark my calves; I 
cut the slits out of the ears of 
gome of them and they bled to 
death. I was told if I marked 
them in a certain time of the 
moon they would be all right.” 


“Do you believe that?” I asked. 


He said, “Yes, I’ve had one of 
these almanacs in the house for 
twenty years.” 

I said, ‘“‘That’s queer that you 
will believe that. You have two 
kids, and if you would put them 
on the market tomorrow they 
wouldn’t bring as much as one 
of those black-polled steers you 
have out in the field,” 


The trouble with people is that 
they spend too much time getting 
their hogs and cattle ready for 
market and too little time getting 
boys and girls ready for Heaven. 

Revival? Get right yourself! 
You begin to realize that without 
Jesus Christ you are lost and 
drifting away from Christ and 
His truth! “O Lord, -revive thy 
work in the midst of the years... 
in wrath remember mercy.” 

When is a revival needed? When 
religion is not ideal. Christianity 
does not consist in certificates of 
church membership. Christianity 
does not consist of trotting out .to 
church Sunday morning, keeping 
‘little spots seventeen inches square 
warm for a half hour, listening to 
@ sermonette, putting a plugged, 
counterfeit cent into the collection 
plate and then singing, “When the 
Roll is Called up Yonder.” 

A preacher came to me out in 
Towa and he said, “Bill, I thought 
I had done my duty when I held 
wp the bleeding form of Jesus 
Christ and dilated upon His pre- 
cepts. I find now that I’ve got a 
right to preach against sin.”

I owe more to Dr. Chapman 
that I ever became a preacher 
than to any other man. I trav- 
eled with him as an assistant for 
two years. He picked me out of 
the corn rows of Illinois. 


One time we went to a town up 
in Kansas to conduct a series of 
meetings. We were accustomed 
to having union meetings, but 
when we arrived on the scene in 
this town we found that they 
could have had a union meeting 
had it not been for a quarrel with 
church, Thev 
had had a fuss and there were a 
few people alive ang awake, up- 
to-date, who said they would 
withdraw. So they went down to 
the bank of the river, built a 
church, had a_ good live-wire 
preacher there who was going at 
a good gait all the time on high 
gear, while the other fellow had 
the brakes set. 


We were being entertained in 
the home of this preacher in 
whose church we were holding 
the meeting. These two preach- 
ers lived side by side on the 
bank of the river. They had a 
high board fence right on the 
line, nine feet high, so the kids 
and wives co''dn’t serap back and 
forth. I sa.d to Doc one day, 
“I'd like to meet the pastor of the 
other church, the Presbyterian 
church.” 


He said, ‘‘Well, perhaps.” 


We were strolling down the 
street one day. His white neck- 
tie was flapping back and forth; 
he was wearing a silk hat and 
was twirling a cane. He said, 
“Yonder comes the pastor of the 
other church.” 


I said, “I’d like to meet him.” 

When we got:in close quarters, 
they turned, looked in the oppo- 
site direction, as though’ the 
world or one another smelled bad. 
I said, “It’s evident that you two 
fellows don’t speak as you pass 
by.” 

He said, “No, sir! I haven't 
spoken to him for eight years.” 


I said, “Have you been preach- 
ing in the interim?” 

He said, “Yes, sir.” 

I said, “Have you been admin- 
istering the ordinance of 
munion and of baptism?” 

He said, “Yes, sir.” 

I said, “If you dieqg you would 
deserve to be in Hell now. If you 
are a Presbyterian you believe in 
predestination, foreordination, the 
final preservation by the saints. 
What sort of a Bible have you? 
My Bible says, ‘If you forgive not 
men their trespasses, neither will 
your Father forgive your tres- 
passes.” I would like to see the 
theological gymnastics that you 
display to sidestep that.” 


We stayed there a week; no- 
body was converted. We packed 
our trunks and left. The Spirit 
of God fleg from the scene of 
strife and discord. You might as 
well expect a mummy to speak 
and bear children, as to expect 
people to be converted in a cold 
world of fault-finding, growling 
preachers. 


A friend of mine was preaching 
in a town in Iowa when he took 
sick. He had to go to the hos- 
pital and have an operation. The 
ministerial association asked me 
to come ang take the meeting in 
his absence. I was scheduled to 
begin another meeting in another 
town on the Lord’s day, but I 
said, “If you can fix it up with 
the preachers in that other town, 
I'll be glad to do it.” 

They did, and wired me. I went 
and preached a week. The min- 
isters had preacheq two weeks in 
that little town. They Sent a 
man up there to preach in the 
interim, and he preached a week; 
then I went up and preached a 
week, but there wasn’t'a man, 
woman or child converted—not a 
one! 

I preached but they seemed to 
sit spell-bound. One day a Meth- 
odist minister came up to see me, 
looking sad. He said, “Bill, one 


com- 


ot sae dealin, mewbors sree Doo. 


Stewart. He asked me for a let- 
ter of dismissal.”’ 


I said, “I wouldn’t give it to 
him.” 
He said, “Well, we’ve done ev- 


erything we can and we can’t con- 
vince him that he is wrong. He 
is one of these bull-headed Scotch- 
men; you couldn’t move him.” 


Trouble of One Man 

I said, ‘‘What’s the trouble?” 

He said; “Doc Stewart was a 
steward of the Methodist church. 
The mayor of the town was a 
steward in the same church. The 
school board was looking around 
for a site upon which to erect a 
new school building and Doc 
Stewart had a site to sell. A man 
who owed the mayor four hun- 
dred dollars had a site to sell. 
The school board voted to buy the 
site from this fellow who owed the 
mayor, and Doc charged the 
mayor with pulling strings so he 
could get his dough. 

“You  couldn’t convince him 
that he was wrong. You couldn't 
turn Doc. When they met on the 
street they passed the lie, put up 
their dukes and went at it. The 
mayor gave an upper cut that 
sent Doc to the mat. He painted 
his eye.” 

One night I turned to the 
Presbyterian preacher, a _ fellow 
named Jordan, and said, “Who 
will I ask to pray?” 

“Ask Doc Stewart to pray.” 

So I asked Doc Stewart to pray 
and he was game. He got up, 
cleared his throat and went at it. 

Did you ever hear a threshing 
machine start up in the fall after 
she had stood out all winter and 
all summer without any grease? 
Well, you can know that old Doc 
was going some when he sweated 
out a celluloid collar. 

He staggered through, and I 


said, “Now }jyou get those fellows} 


together and see if you can’t fix 
it up.” 

So they got them and a number 
of the leading men _ together. 
Finally they got up, shook hands 
and buried the hatchet. 

“Now,” they said, ‘everybody in 
town knows about it.” 

The town was built this way— 
the courthouse was in the middle 
and the town was built around it. 
I said: “Lock arms, walk around 
town, around the courthouse 
square, and let every neay know 
.” 

So they locked arms, walked 
around the courthouse square, then 
catacornered through it. Every- 
body in town rubbered. That night 
you couldn’t get within a hunderd 
feet of the building. I preached. 
Nobody was converted. People 
sat crying. I saw a woman get 
up and start down the aisle; she 
was so big she had to move in 
sections. She went through a 
‘cross aisle like that one, stopped 
by another woman, threw her 
arms around her and let out a 
vell like a Comanche Indian. She 
threw her arms yp in the air like a 
Dutch windmill. I said, “What's 
the matter?” 

Two society women had been 
scrapping for three or four years 
to see who would be recognized as 
society leader. A pastor said: 
“That big fat woman is a Metho- 
dist; the one sitting down is a 
Baptist. They are trying to settle 
the scrap.” 

I preached. Nothing happened. 
The next day I:had a day of 
fasting and prayer. That after- 
noon two women who hadn’t 
spoken to one another for four 
years got into the same home set 
pray. They spoke to everybody 
there and were cordial to every- 
one except one another. I heard 
about it and mentioned the fact. 
I said, “It’s a disgrace; I’m 
ashamed to hear it.” One woman 
sitting in the back near a post 
got up and said, “Brother Sunday, 
I feel horribly chagrined. I’m one 
of the two to whom you refer. I 
have made up my mind that I am 
going to get right tomorrow.” 

I said, “Sis, you had better do 
it now. You might die before 
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tomorrow,” 
it. 

That night when I gave the 
invitation fifty-seven men and 
women came weeping down the 
aisle; hundreds were swept into 
the kingdom of God. They built 
a Methdist church out of it that 
cost hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. The Baptist church com- 
murity was stirred. Oh, the Spirit 
of God flees from strife and dis- 
cord! 

Against Worldly Spirit 

A revival is needed when there 
are prejudices and feuds and 
factions and fusses. A revival is 
needed when there is .a worldly 
spirit. It isn’t necessary to do 
something gressly inconsistent 
with the standards of morality and 
decency. No! A ship will ride 
the waves until the water gets into 
her; she was made to ride the 
water and not for the water to be 
in her. 

The church is all right as long 
as she is in the world; she is all 
wrong when the world is in her. 
One of the troubles of the church 
today, my friends, is that she has 
joined the world, and that is the 
reason why the world won’t join 
the church. It has lowered the 
standard of the church in the 
universe. Oh, the world is lousy 
with humbugs today—absolutely. 

The churches are full of sour- 
faced religious crabapples who are 
trying to hand God a lemon. 

Whoever works for the Devil 
will get his pay from the Devil. He 
will give you hell here and hell 
when you are through; and you 
play hoth ends against the middle. 
You are a big fool to follow the 
Devil. I tell you, religion has

done too much good for this old 
world for any buckeyester and 
sawdust-filled fellow to knock. 
Don’t forget that! No, sir! There 
are some men in some churches 
who are bigger rogues than some 
of the convicts in Sing Sing. 
Live the way you ought to live 
for God. Hell is seldom preached 
nowadays—-that may be one rea- 
son why he have so much hell 
here on earth. It is not preached 
enough. We don’t preach enough 


of it to the people. If you don’t 
want to hear about Hell, don’t 
come around here. I don’t be- 


heve in Gehenna or Hades; I be- 
lieve in plain, old-fashioned H-e-i-t 
—Hell. 

It is no argument against re- 
ligion, my friends, that there are 
black sheep in the flock. Please 
remember that the Devil at one 
time lived in’ Heaven. He had a 
chance but he passed it up. Se 
if you mind your own faults you 
will have less time to find fault 
with other people. It will keep 
you busy looking out for your- 
self! 

“O, Lord, revive thy work.” A 
revival is needed when there is 
spiritual desolation among the 
multitude. I read in the paper 
that twenty-five thousand Pres- 
byterians went to New York and

through faith in the atoning blood 
note—you cannot overplay those. 
But there are some notes that 
need to be hit just once in a while. 


You can overplay the Hell note. 
You can overplay the Heaven 
note. I do not want to shock you, 
but you can overplay the Second 
Coming note. I am a premillen- 
nial, pretribulation rapturist 
Christian. Don’t misunderstand 
me! But listen, we are neglect- 
ing the fundamental notes in this 
country. You can overplay the 
church notes. You can overplay 
the body of Christ note. But you 
cannot overplay the evangelism 
note. God has only one program 
in this age and that is the pro- 
gram of evangelism. Everything 
is evangelism. That is the only 
program God has. 

But I started out to say that 
this Psalm plays on all the notes. 


“All That Is Within Me” 

“Bless the Lord, O my soul: and 
all that is within me, bless his 
holy name...” 

God does not ask you to get 
something out that is not there. 
Some folks do not have much in 


them. Some folks are awfully 
shallow. “All that is within 
me”! 


I used to have a sister just 
elder than myself. She had a 
good husband. His business fail- 
ed and he died and left her with 
mine children. I helped to take 
eare of her children, educated all 
of her children. She was _ the 
aweetest thing you ever saw in 
your life. She had the keenest 


‘gmense of gratitude of anybody I 


ever knew. I would just have to 
make her take money. Did you 
ever have any relatives that you 
had to take care of—the kind.that 
wanted something every time they 
saw you! I had a relativé like 
that. I never saw him any oftener 
than. I had to! 


Some of us go to God ahd say, 
“Give me, give me, give me.” All 
you want is a handout! It is a 
wonder that Gog does not get dis- 
gusted with us. Did you ever go 
te God and God say, “What do 
you want?” and you answered. 
“God, I just want to be near 
You; I don’t want anything—I 
just like to be near You’? 


One day I was at my sister’s 
house. I said, “Here ig some 
money for you.” 

“Oh,” she said, 
meed a thing.” 

I said, “Yes you do; shut up!” 

“No, I don’t. You've already 
gone too much for me!” 

Oh, say, brother, you would give 
@ person like that just anything. 
Some folks have such a. sense of 
gratitude! ‘All that is.within me 
says hallelujah!” You know, God 
does not ask you for anything you 
@o not have. If you are a little 
shallow fellow, He knows it. 
“Forget Not All His Benefits” 

“Bless the Lord, O my soul, and 
forget not all his benefits.”, 

It is very easy to forget, isn’t 
%? God has been so good*to us. 
He has been good to me. I won- 
der if you would think me im- 
modest if I told you this? 

Twenty-three years ago my 
gon and his mother and I stayed 
down here at the LaSalle Hotel. 
This time while I am in town I

eld-times sake. (I had not stayed. 
there since the fire.) I sat here 
and heard him preach the other 
day and I said, “Isn’t God good 
Suppose he were in jail. 
Buppose my boy were in a drunk- 
ard’s ditch?” It is so easy for us 
to take God for granted and our 
blessings for granted! 

You take your wife for grant- 
ed. You take your friends for 
granted. (My wife and I had an 
anniversary the other day. We 
had been married forty years. 
She has great big black eyes and 
white hair. They go together so 
well!) We just take so much for 
granted! We should not forget 
all His benefits. Say, aren’t you 
glad you live in this country where 


- you have the privilege of hearing 


the gospel? 
“Who Redeemeth Thy Life 
- From Destruction.” 
“Who forgiveth all thy iniqui- 
thes; whe. nenleth all thy dis- 


eases; Who redeemeth thy life 
from destruction.” 


He has done that for me. I 
stayed in the Winecoff Hotel in 
Atlanta, Georgia, the night  be- 
fore the fire. I was in that hotel 
and planned to stay the night the 
fire came. I finished my business 
in Atlanta. I was due in Mobile, 
Alabama, the next day; had res- 
ervations at the hotel there. Il 
called up the hotel and said, “Say, 
I can get a train reservation out 
of here. I will come down to Mo- 


bile tonight. Can you take care 
of me?” 

They said, “Dr. Jones, we are 
sorry. There is a convention here. 


We haven’t a bed. There are cots 
all over the place. We have a 
reservation for you tomorrow, but 
we can’t take care of you until 
then. 

‘ I said, “All right, I’ll just stay 
here.” But something kept say- 
ing, “Get out of here!” I can- 
not describe the feeling. 


I called another hotel in Mo- 
bile. It happened that a friend 
of mine was aft the desk. He said, 
“Yes, Dr. Bob, I have a room for 
you; come on.” I caught the 
train and went on down. 

That night the Winecoff fire 
came. When the fire came, my 
phone began to ring and folks 
said, ‘Oh, we just heard over the 
radio about the fire in the Wine- 
coff at Atlanta and thought you 
were there!” Now, what took me 
out? Listen! 


When you get to Heaven you 
will find that there were ten thou- 
sand deliverances in your life 
that you never even knew about. 
I would have been dead ang in 
eternity had I stayed in that hotel 
that night. Everybody on that 
side of the building on the floor 
I was.on burned to death. 


“Who Crowneth Thee With 
Loving Kindness and Ten- 
der Mercies” 

I would like to preach a ser- 
mon on those words, “loving kind- 
ness ang tender mercies.” If a 
man comes to your house and 
says, “I am hungry,” and you. 
give him something to eat; that 
is kindness. But it is not neces- 
sarily loving kindness. Loving 
kindness is handing him some- 
thing to eat and saying, “God 
bless you, I am sorry you are up 
against it,” and then telling him 
good-bye when he has eaten.” 

“Tender mercies.” If a judge in 
a court room should say to me, 
“T’ll be merciful to you! Get out 
of here!” I would be giad to get 
out. But if the judge should say, 
“I'm going to be merciful to you. 
I am sorry you got in trouble. Be 
a good boy now’—that would be 
tender mercy. I think we Chris- 
tian people could learn something 
about that. We need lessons in 
this matter. 


“Who Satisfieth Thy Mouth 
With Good Things...” 

I am so giad I have a sense of 
taste. I would never eat if I did 
not have; honest I wouldn’t. It 
is my sense of taste that makes 
me eat. I would not stop to eat 
if I did not get hungry. Did you 
ever thank God for your sense of 
taste? Suppose you did not know 
sugar from quinine? 

“The Lord executeth righteous- 
ness and judgment for all that are 
oppressed.” 

We need today to get a new 
conception of God Almighty’s jus- 
tice. “Vengeance is mine; I will 
repay, saith the Lord” (Rom. 12: 
19). Almighty God knows how 
to take care of your enemies. 
Thank God, you have Him on 
your side. 

‘He made known his ways un- 
to Moses, his acts unto the chil- 
dren of Israel. The Lord is mer- 
ciful and gracious, slow to anger, 
and plenteous in mercy. He will 
not always chide: neither will he 
keep his anger forever. He hath 
not dealt with us after our sins; 
nor rewarded us according to our 
iniquities.” 

Suppose you got what you de- 
served? You would be.in Hell. 
Every one of us would be there! 

“For as the heaven is _ high 
above the earth, so great is his 
mercy toward them that fear him. 
As far as the east is from the 
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'warrant. Lost. 
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backslid. You couldn’t find them 
with a fine-tooth comb or a search 
Not doing a 
thing for the church of God! 

You will find them in every de- 
nomination—the Episcopal, the 
Methodist, the Baptist, the Luth- 
eran, the Reformed, and all! - We 
have a hundred million population 
in the United States and there 
are seventy-two million who are 
not identified with any church— 
Catholic or Protestant! Last 
year 7,500 made reports that not 
one accession on confession of 
faith did they have.

The Books Were Opened 

“And the books were opened!” 
In most libraries one finds a 
number of old codgers dozing over 
their books, but, believe me, when 
these books are opened, there is no 
inattention. Eternal destiny is at 
stake and the universe comes to 
with a start. 


First, I.think there will be the 
Book of Unforgiven Sins,,-.If you 
are saved, you will have no record 
there since “the blood of Jesus 
Christ, God’s Son, cleanseth us 
from all sin” (I John 1:7). If you 
are unsaved, haw you will tremble 
when that book is opened! First 
are your sins of the flesh and, 
my friends, America is rotten to 
the core. 


Two years ago in Portland, 
Oregon, there were 9,700 mar- 
riages, 8,600 divorces. Last year 
Los Angeles had 16,000 marriages, 
17,000 divorces. Last year Chat- 
tanooga, Tennessee, had 760 mar- 
riages, 1,556 divorces! Now God 
calls that adultery regardless of 
what you call it. Last year we 
had a fifteen-billion-dollar crime 
bill which means that, if you are 
the head of a family, some $600 
went out of your pocket in taxes 
last year to fight crime alone. 


Then there are the sins of the 
heart, the envy and the hatred of 
others and that diabolical pride 
which will not let you bow down 
to Divine authority. 


Then the sins of the tongue, the 
slander, the back-biting, the pro- 
fanity, the hyper-criticism. 

When the Book of Unforgiven 
Sins is opened the past lives again 
and stalks before the souls of the 
lost while a frown of indignation 
gathers on the face of God and the 
air is turned to darkness with the 
wrath to come, In that hour Nero, 
Hitler, Bloody Mary, eRobespierre 
and Stalin will shiver and will 
answer to God for their high 
crimes, but the worst sin any man 
can ever answer for is treading 
under foot the blood of Christ. 
Some of you will certainly trem- 
ble when the Book of Unforgiven, 
Sins is opened! 

Then there will be the Book of 
Privileges. Think of it—a record 
of all the sermons you ever heard! 
What a start you will have with 
one hundred sermons facing you. 
Then all the strivings of the 
Spirit: So many sicknesses, acci- 
dents, escapes, warnings! 

There they are, leaf after leaf 
of glorious opportunities, page 
after page, column after column, 
line after line, precept upon pre- 
cept, day after day. You are 
without excuse. 

Then there is the Book of Life 
with its names written with 
Ghrist’s hand and read _ with 
Christ’s voice.. What a terrifying 
moment to gaze on that book 
where your name ought to be and 
see nothing but an awful blank. 
You are not undone by the absence 
of good works, but by the absence 
of your name and those names are 
written only in the Blood of the 
Lamb. 

Again, the fact of evil works 
need not keep your name out. Let 
us look at the book. Here is the 
name of Jacob. Oh, brother, what 
a life he led until God ironed him 
out. Here’s David. What? That 
murderer and adulterer? Hold on 
a moment! What God has cleansed, 
don’t you call unclean. Here’s 
Paul who trailed even women and 
committed them to prison. How 
on earth did he make it? Well, 
he didn’t make it, my friends; 
Jesus made it for him. Paul had 
sense enough not only to believe 
the doctrine, but to trust the 
Person, and there is no brighter 
name in the book. 


Finally, there is one last Book, 
and for that I thank God with 
every drop of blood in me. Chained 
to the throne of God is the blessed 
Book that I hold in my hand, the 
Bible.

He looked at me and said, “Well, 
I am!” 

I said, “No, you’re not. You 
know there is death and you know 
there is a judgment.” 

He started to tremble and said, 
“Don’t rush me, Preacher. This is 
the first sermon I ever heard in 
my life. I never was in a church 
before.” 


The last day I preached there 
he came again. When the service 
came to a close and I gave the 
invitation, suddenly I had the joy 
of seeing that seventy-six year old 
man step out in the aisle and come 
forward. He knelt there at the 
altar in that church, As I leaned 
down to deal with him, suddenly 
he looked up and the tears were 
streaming down his face. He gaid, 
“Preacher, I am seventy-six years 
old, and this is the first moment 
of peace I have ever known. I 
know that God is real and I know 
now that Jesus died for: me. I 
know, too, that I will never face 
the judgment.”

472 DECISIONS REPORTED 


BY EXTENSION DEPARTMENT 


By EVANGELIST BILL RICE, Director 
Sword Extension Department 


We have been tallying up some 
recent reports that have come in 
from the Extension Department 
and find that our men have re- 
cently conducted 108 _ services 
showing the sound films of ser- 
mons by my brother, Dr. John R. 
Rice, and myself. In these 108 
services, these men report 472 de- 
cisions for Christ. Of this num- 
ber, 59, were first-time decisions, 
outright conversions. Our men 
reporteq that 413 of these deci- 
pions weré those who came for- 
ward who honestly did not know 
whether or not they had ever 
been saved or who felt they, had 
been saved but had wandered far 
away from God and wanteg to 
come back to confess their sins 
and rededicate. their lives to the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 


There have been other services 


conducted that have not been of- 
ficially reported as yet. For ex- 
ample two nights ago film: evan- 
gelist James Stoutenborough con- 
ducted a service in Oregon in 
which there were some twenty- 
one rededications to the Lord 
Jesus after showing the two films, 
“He That Winneth Souls,” and “I 
Am the Way.” 


Sword Films Effective 


We have received many, many 
reports from pastors concerning 
the effectiveness of these films. 
The sound film, “He That Win- 
neth Souls Is Wise,”’ is an illus- 
trated sermon on sound film by 
my brother, Editor John R. Rice. 
In. this film he shows the seven- 
fold sins of those who do not win 
souls to the Lord Jesus Christ 
This ‘is powerful preaching! It is 
convicting! Point by point and 
step by step, Dr. Rice shows that 
any Christian wickedly sins if he 
does not seek to win others to the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Each_ point of 
the sermon is illustrated.

One preacher came to me out in 
Iowa and said, “Mr. Sunday, what 
we need is an ethical revival.”
